The  1980  fall  play,  Dracula,  was  marked  by  hard  work,  an 
outstanding  set,  and  excellent  performances  on  the  parts  of 
all  7  performers.  Veteran  actor  Vince  Hotz  was  outstanding 
as  the  villainous  Count  Dracula  (Bela  Lugosi,  watch  out) 
while  John  Hill  was  excellent  as  the  Count’s  igenuous  adver¬ 
sary,  Abraham  Van  Helsing.  The  rest  of  the  cast  included 
Kathy  Peters  as  the  maid  (Miss  Wells),  Sean  Doherty  as 
Lucy’s  beau  (Jonathan  Marker),  Beau  Brendler  as  Lucy’s 
father  (Dr.  Seward),  Aaron  Sienkiewicz  as  the  madman  (Ren- 
field).

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English  Dept. 


The  Jesuit  English  Department  continued  to  prepare  students 
for  college  by  teaching  skills  in  writing,  both  term  papers  and 
short  essays,  grammar,  vocabulary  and  reading  comprehension. 

These  basic  skills  are  no  doubt  responsible  for  Jesuit  students’ 
high  verbal  scores  on  the  Scholastic  Aptitude  Tests.  On  a  scale  of 
200-800  the  national  average  is  427,  the  average  Oregon  score  is 
434,  and  the  Jesuit  student  averages  497. 

A  stringent  new  policy  on  plagiarism  was  put  forth,  and  the 
department  continued  to  develop  under  the  able  leadership  of 
the  staff,  headed  by  Mr.  Dick  Hazel  and  including  Fr.  Edward 
McTighe,  S.J.,  Mr.  Jim  Archer,  Mr.  Vincent  Mudd,  Mr.  Paul 
Janowiak,  S.J.,  and  Mr.  Herman  Schattenberg.

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Seeking 

success 

Mr.  Herman  Schattenberg,  Vietnam  veteran  and  former  teach¬ 
er  of  David  Douglas,  Tigard  and  North  Marion  High  Schools, 
bestowed  on  Jesuit  in  his  first  year  here,  1980-81,  his  philos¬ 
ophies  of  education,  athletics,  and  success. 

Mr.  Schattenberg  was  drawn  to  Jesuit  primarily  because  he 
wanted  to  teach  and  coach  gifted  and  motivated  students:  “I 
wanted  to  teach  advanced  literature  but  since  they  don’t  have 
that  in  high  school.  I’m  teaching  juniors  and  seniors  in  a  college 
preperatory  school.  It  also  allows  me  to  coach  in  one  of  the  best 
leagues  in  the  state.” 

As  a  teacher  of  English  he  believes  that  students  learn  by 
doing,  “not  through  lectures  or  tests,  but  through  repetition.  My 
purpose  is  to  offer  instruction,  show  a  student  what’s  wrong, 
different  ways  of  doing  it,  and  make  him  do  it  again.”  He  has 
found  this  practice  to  wield  the  best  results.  Repeating  correc¬ 
tions  are  time  consuming  and  the  demands  placed  on  him  are 
great,  however,  he  has  no  complaints  and  appreciates  the  ener¬ 
getic  concern  demonstrated  by  the  parents  and  faculty  of  Jesuit. 

Mr.  Schattenberg  was  the  defensive  coordinator  for  the  1980 
varsity  football  team,  and  he  was  head  coach  of  the  1980-81 
junior  varsity  basketball  team:  “I  went  into  teaching  to  be  around 
young  people,”  he  said,  and  added,  ‘‘For  me,  teaching  would  not 
be  much  fun  if  I  didn’t  coach.”  On  the  athletic  field  Coach 
Schattenberg  aims  to  teach  his  players  how  to  cope  with  winning 
and  losing:  ‘‘Some  of  my  most  rewarding  seasons  were  spent 
coaching  losing  teams  who  really  had  to  work  to  improve.” 

While  he  was  in  college  on  an  athletic  scholarship,  Mr.  Schat¬ 
tenberg  was  drafted  into  the  Marines  because  his  grades  were  too 
low  to  keep  him  in  school.  He  was  sent  to  fight  in  Vietnam,  and  on 
January  25,  1967,  squad  leader  Sargeant  Schattenberg  was 
wounded,  leaving  him  partially  paralyzed  on  his  left  side.  Al¬ 
though  the  situation  was  difficult  at  first  for  him,  he  has  grown  to 
accept  his  fate  and  maintains  that  the  government  did  a  good  job 
psychologically  in  helping  him  realize  that  he  could  still  function 
as  a  person. 

After  rehabilitation,  he  enrolled  at  Lewis  and  Clark  and  gradu¬ 
ated  with  a  3.7  G.P.A. 

Mr.  Schattenberg  has,  throughout  his  life,  experienced  winning 
and  losing,  success  and  failure.  From  this  has  come  his  philosophy 
of  success:  “A  success  is  one  who  learns  to  cope  with  failure,  but 
never  accepts  it.”
